LIQUOR ACT GOES 


. INTO EFFECT TODAY 


(Continued from Page One) 


where the Ilcensed premises are to 
be established, and other conditions 
are complied with as set out in the 
act 

The licenses range from $100 ta 
$400, «depending upon the nature of 
the establishment and tne size of 
the town or city in which the hote? 
or club is situated 

Druggists under the provisions of 
the act will not be permitted to sel) 
liquor except in such places where 
there are no liquor stores, and then 
only on a prescription signed by a 
physician, These prescriptions are 
good for only one order, 

Under the provisions of the act 
druggists are not allowed to have 
more than forty ounces of liquor 
on hand at one time 


Liquor can only be consumed in 


certain places under the provisions 
of the act. Whiskey and other I- 
quors, with the exception of beer, 


can only be consumed tn private 
residences and in guest rooms of 
hotels, except by special permits is- 
sued by the board Beer can only 
be consumed on licensed premises 
of a hote!, club or other place where 
licenses have been issued, 

The licensed premises are not 
permitted to sell beer for any other 
purposes than immediate consump- 
tion. Beer cannot be taken from 
the licensed part of any hotel to a 
guest room. Any guest stopping at 
a hotel can if he chooses have li- 
quor sent to his room, and it can be 
consumed there. Provisions are 
also made whereby he can give li- 
quor to a friend in his room. 

Cannot Carry Open Bottles 

Open bottles of liquor cannot be 
carried by persons from a private 
home to hotels or from hotels to 
private homes. According to the 
provisions of the Liquor Act, it is 
illegal to carry anything but a seal- 
ed bottle bearing the government 
seal. This makes it necessary that 
the Iiquor ordered by any guest In a 
hotel be consumed before he leaves 
the hotel 

Beer on picnic parties and hunt- 
ing trips is taboo. 

The Liquor Act sets 
person shall permit persons to be- 
come intoxicated on his private 
premises, or in any house or place 
of which he is the owner or tenant, 

A penalty is also provided for 
giving liquor to persons under age, 
or for giving liquor to persons un- 
der the influence of liquor. Intoxi- 
cation in any public place is also 
an offence under the provisioris of 
the act.

The quiet 
ease of power that rolls smoothly, soundlessly along reaches him 
while the thunder of clanking machinery does not make him 
glance to the side. S-c-r, s-c-r will drive hi mto flight. Better | 
abolish it.
